One fire pump and three hydrants, all in good working order 
and ready at a moment’s notice to do service. 

Engine House at East Wilton which contains the following 
fire apparatus : Engine No. 1 with hose carriage complete, with 
4 buckets, 2 axes, 1 spade, 1 iron bar, 1 ice chisel, 26 feet of suc- 
tion hose, 400 feet leather leading hose, 450 feet cotton rubber 
lined hose, 3 discharge }ipes, 1 blunderbuss, 3 rubber coats, 16 
spanners and belts, with 40 men. 

The Engine House has the following fixtures: One stove 
and boiler for engine room, 6 lanterns, 5 bracket lamps, 3 lad- 
ders, 17 4—26 and 30 feet, 2 fire hooks and fixtures, 2 cans, 1 
oil can, 2 water pails. &c., 1 cottage stove for hall, 10 settees, 1 
chandelier with 4 lamps, 1 stand lamp, 1 table, 2 chairs, 1 pump 
and sink.

The prosperity of our schools depends much upon the intelli- 
gence and the fidelity of Prudential Committees, especially in dis- 
tricts where the number of scholars is large,—as in No. 4. With- 
out casting any reflections on other officials of this kind, we feel 
it to be highly proper to say, that the Prudential Committee of No. 
4, Mr. Albert Beard, is worthy of high commendation for the deep 
interest he has exhibited in his efforts to make the several school- 
rooms, and their surroundings pleasant and comfortable. 

Some very annoying relics of barbarism, he has promptly re- 
moved, and brought into their place, what greatly tends to health, 
to good morals, and a higher civilization. 

One school room in this ist. has been entirely renovated and 
newly furnished. New furniture has also been put into the school 
house in Dist. No. 1, which is a great improvement. 

While we would encourage a variety of innocent amusements, 
which may contribute to health and enjoyment, and which leave an 
increasing relish for close study, we must express our decided dis- 
approval of card playing at school. Nothing that has the least 
approach to gambling, in any form, should be allowed a place in 
any system of education. 

The habit of exact truth-tel/ing should be encouraged in all our 
schools, and the opposite habit of lying, be strongly rebuked and 
discouraged. Lying is the sin of sins ; often employed to conceal 
other forms of wrong. The Apostle Paul says ‘The Cretans are 
always liars.” But unfortunately, this mean vice was not confined 
to that ancient, foreign people. History in this respect repeats it- 
self ; thus liars have not entirely disappeared from our schools. 
This sin breeds only mischief in our schools ; it creates, and 
spreads false and pernicious opinions among teachers and scholars, 
and in the districts where it prevails ; and makes not a few bitter 
enemies, who otherwise would be good friends. 

From all that we can learn from reliable sources, the teachers in 
our schools have labored with commendable zeal to do their duty, 
and the scholars have quite generally improved their opportunities 
for acquiring useful knowledge, and the formation and culture of 
good habits. No serious difficulties have arisen between teachers 
and scholars, demanding our officia] adjustment. Gossip, there 
may have been in all districts, more or less, as usual; because 
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‘‘neople will talk,’ and claim the right to form and express an — 
opinion about a great variety of matters, whether they have any 
real form of truth on which to found them or not. So school mat 
ters need not expect to escape this prevalent custom. Still the 
friends of education need not be greatly alarmed, for, as has been — 
well remarked, “Time, which blabs oat all things, will blab out 
the truth by and by.” | 
So let us take courage, for under the perfect government of — 
God,—the all-wise, powerful, and loving Father, the ¢rwe and the 
right are sure to win at last.
